FOBT WOKTII, Tex., Oct. 19.—The 


west-bound Texas &. Pacific throxigh 
train for California, leaving here at 
9:05 a. to., was robbed about 12 o'clock 
to day, seventy miles west of here, 
near Gordon. 
The robbers secured 


about 1820,000 from the Pacific Express 
Co., and but for their inability to open 
the safe of the Texas & Pacific Coal 
Co., containing $20.000 in gold, would 
have made a better haul. Four men 
did the work. They came upon a section 
gang about noon, covered them with 
Winchesters 
and 
forced 
them to 


spread the rails and flag the on- 
coming 
train. 
The engineer and 


fireman were then lined ' up with 
the 
section 
gang 
and 
guarded 


while two men entered the express car 
and covered the messenger before he 
was aware of their presence. Messen- 
ger Marshall was ordered to open the 
safe containing the money of 
the 


Texas & Pacific Coal Co. Telling them 
he could not do this, they seized a pick 
and mined the combination, remark- 
ing: "If we can't get that money 
those 
miners at Thurber shan't." 


The robbers fled southward sind no 


trace of them has yet been secured. 
Rewards aggregating $1,000 have been 
offered for their arrebt. The money 
secured was taken from the way safe. 


The train crew first saw there was 


something wrong when they were four 
miles east of Gordon. The section 
gang was flagging the train, and it 
was seen that a rail had been removed. 
After two of the robbers had covered 
the engineer and fireman with rifles 
and walked them in front of the en- 
gine two more of the grfhg made their 
appearance. 
The whole gang then 


forced the fireman and engineer to 
walk ahead of them to the express 
car and forced 
the 
messenger to 


open the door of the express car. 
After the door had been opened the 
the engineer and fireman were taken 
back to their engine by two of the rob- 
bers. The two who remained to loot 
the express car took every valuable 
package except those in the through 
safe. The handle to the combination 
of the through safe was smashed by 
the robbers in their efforts to force it, 
but all they could do was to batter the 
safe badly. The money which was in 
the through safe belonging to the 
Texas & Pacific Coal Co. was going to 
Thurber to pay off the large number of 
men employed in the mines there. One 
package which is known to have been 
taken contained $1,000. 


The only time the robbers used their 


revolvers was when Baggageman Al- 
meras became too inquisitive. 
He 


peered out of his car doof to see what 
the trouble was and not being quick 
enough when one of the robbers told 
him to take his head in, he had a nar- 
row escape from being struck with a 
bullet, which embedded itself in the 
facing of the door. 
^ 


The crew say that the robbers did 


not occupy more than thirty minutes 
in the job, and acted as if professionals 
of long experience. The robbers kept 
an eye on the mail clerks, but did not 
bother the mail pouches or passen- 
gers. The work was done so quickly 
and quietly that the passengers were 
ignorant that anything of the kind 
was transpiring until the job was 
nearly over. It is supposed the rob- 
bers had confederates in hiding near 
by with horses to aid the gang in es- 
caping, because there was no sign of 
horses near the railroad. 


When the robbers disappeared the 


train was run wide open to Gordon, 
from which point the railway, express 
and county officers were notified by 
telegraph of the crime. Posses were 
formed 
at 
once 
to 
pursue the 


bandits. When the 
train 
arrived 


at Thurber an engine loaded with 
a posse 
armed 
for 
business was 


found waiting under a full head of 
steam, and it was hurried to the scene 
of the daring hold-up. Marshall, the 
express messenger, refused to say any- 
thing- about the robbery,s except to ex- 
press his thanks that the men had not 
killed him.

000,000 of money had been invested m 
new or enlarged industries within two 
years. Also that work had been pro- 
vided for 38,285 additional hands. 


Now we are under the painful neces- 


sity of showing that 20,800 people have 
been deprived of work in 320 different 
industries. Also that those ^°J^! 
at work have received nearly $8,OUU,UW 
less-money within six months than they 
did two years ago. It is further shown 
that the amount of business was but 
50 per cent of that transacted m 1892. 


A year ago this month we published 


the results' of our industrial census. 
This showed that there had been a de- 
crease in business within twelve months 
of 47 2 per cent, a decrease in wages 
earned of 69 per cent and a decrease m 
the number of persons employed m fac- 
tories of about OQi< percent. 


We now have to report a shrinkage of 


30 per cent in the number of persons 
employed, a loss of 45 per cent in the 
amount of 
wages 
earned, and of 


44 per cent in the output of industrial 
establishments. A year age. the aver- 
age decrease was recorded as $2.35 per 
week in the wages of each employer, of 
86110 for the half year's work. We now 
record a loss of S55 for each person for 
the first six months' work this year as 
compared with the money which he 
earned during the same period in 1892. 


If we look back still further and com- 


pare present results with the census of 
1890 we find on the basis of the reports 
that we have received, that there were 
as many as 1,413,550 idle persons in the 
country this year who were actively em-
